Extremes, of too much Stiffneſs in refuſing, and of too much Eaſineſs in 
admitting any variation from it. For, as on the one fide common Rxpe- 

EM. rience ſheweth, that where a change hath been made of things adviſedly 
ce ſtabliſhed (o evident neceſſity ſo requiring) ſundry inconveniences 
have thereupon enſued ; and thoſe many times more, and greater then 


| Es: the evils that were intended to be remedied by ſuch change : Soon the 
other ſid&ithe particular Forms of Divine Worſhip, and the Rites and Ceremonies appoint- 
ed to be uſed therein, being things in their own nature Indifferent , and alterable, and fo ac- 
knowledged ; it is but reaſonable, that upon weighty and important conſiderations, accord- 
ing to the various exigency of times and occaſions , ſuch changes and alterations ſhonld be 
made therein; as to thoſe that are in place of Authority ſhould from time to time ſeem either 
neceſſary or expedient. Accordingly we find, that in the Reigns of ſeveral Princes of bleſſed 
memory ſince the Reformation, the Church upon juſt and weighty conſiderations Her there- 
unto moving, hath yielded to make ſuch alterations in ſome particulars, as in their reſpective 
times were thought convenient: Yet fo, as that the main Body and Eſſentials of it (as well i 
the chiefeſt materials, as in the frame and order thereof) have ſtill continued the ſame unto 
this day, and do yet ſtand firm and unſhaken, notwithſtanding all the vain attempts and im- 
petuous aſſaults made againſt it by ſuch men as are given to change, and have always diſco- 
vered a greater regard to their own private Fanciesand Intereſts, then to that duty they owe 
to the Publick. | 5 

By what undue means, and for what miſchievous purpoſes the uſe of the Liturgy (though 
enjoyned by the Laws of the Land, and thoſe Laws never yet repealed ) came, during the late 
unhappy confuſions, to be diſcontinued , is too well known to the World, and we are tiot 
willing here to remember. But when, upon His Majeſties happy Reſtauration it ſeeined pro- 
bable, that, amongſt other things, the uſe of the Liturgy alſo would return of courſe ( the 
ſame having never been legally aboliſhed) unleſs ſome timely means were uſed to prevent 
it; thoſe men, who under the late uſurped powers had made it a great part of their buſineſs 
to render the people diſaffected thereunto, ſaw themſelves in point of reputation and intereſt 
concerned ( unleſs they would freely acknowledge themſelves to have erred, which ſuch men 
are very hardly brought to do) with their utmoſt endeavours to hinder the reſtitution there- 
of. In order whereunto divers Pamphlets were publiſhed againſt the Book of Common Prayer, 
the old Objections muſtered up, with the addition of fome new ones more then formerly had 
been made, to make the number ſwell. In fine, great importunities were uſed to His Sacred 
Majeſty, that the ſaid Book might be Reviſed, and ſuch Alterations therein, and Additions 
thereunto made, as ſhonld be thought requiſite for the eaſe of tender Conſciences: Whereunto 
His Majeſty , out of His pious Inclination to give ſatisfaction (ſo far as could be reaſonably 
expected) to all His Subjects of what perſwaſion ſoever, did graciouſly condeſcend. 

In which Review we have endeavoured to obſerve the like Moderation, as we find to have 
been uſed in the like caſe in former times. And therefore of the ſundry Alterations propoſed 
unto us, we have rejected all ſuch as were either of dangerous conſequence (as ſecretly 
ſinking at ſome eſtabliſhed Doctrine, or laudable Practice of the Church of England, or 
indeed of the whole Catholick Church of Chriſt ) or elſe of no conſequence at all, but utterly 
frivolous and vain. But ſuch Alterations as were tendred to us (by what perſons under what 
pretences, or to what purpoſe ſoever ſo tendred) as ſeemed to us in any degree requiſite 
or expedient , we have willingly, and of our own accord aſſented unto : Not enforced fo to 
de by any ſtrength of Argument, convincing us of the neceſſity of making the ſaid Alterations 
For we are fully perſwad ed in er judgments (and we here profeſs it to the World ) that tte

And having thus endeavoured to diſcharge our duties in this weighty Affair, as in the fielit

if it ſhall be allowed ſuch juſt and favourable conſtruction as in Common Equity ought to 
be allowed to all Humane Writings , eſpecially ſuch as are ſer forth by Authority; and even to 
the very beſt Tranſlations of the holy Scripture it ſelf. i 5 

Our general aim therefore in this Undertaking was, not to gratifie this or that Party Te! 
any their unreaſonable demands; but to do that, which to our beſt underſtandings we concei- 
ved might moſt tend to the preſervation of Peace and Unity in the Church; the procuring of 
Reverence, and exciting of Piety and Devotipn in the Publjck Worſhip of God; and the cut. 
ting off occaſion from them that ſeek occaſion of Cavil, or quarrel againſt the Liturgy of the 
Church. And as to the ſeveral variations from the former Book, whether by Alteration? 
Addition, or otherwiſe, it ſhall ſuffice to give this general account, That moſt of the Altera- 
tions were made, either firſt, for the better direction of them that are to officiate in any part 
of Divine Service; which is chiefty done in the Kalendars and Rubricks : Or ſecondly, fot 
the more proper expreſling of ſome words or phraſes of ancient uſage, in terms more ſuitable 
to the Language of the preſent Times, and the clearer explanation of ſome other words 
and phraſes, that were either of doubtful ſignification, or otherwiſe liable to tniſconftruttion ! 


Or thirdly , for a more perfect rendring of ſuch portions bf holy Scripture; as are inſeited ||. 


into the Liturgy ; which, in the Epiſtles and Goſpels eſpecially, and in ſundry other places; 
are now ordered to be read according to the laſt 'Tranſlation : And that it was thought con- 
venient , that ſome Prayers and Thankſgivings, fitted to ſpecial occaſions, ſhould be ace 
in their due places; particularly for thoſe at ſea, together with an Office for the Baptiſm of}

N nn the Church, commonly called Divine Service. The firſt original and 
ur _ Y ground whereof, if a man would ſearch out by the ancient Fathers, he 
3 5 | © ſhall find, that the ſame was not ordained but af a good purpote, and for 
oy I Rt F agreat advancement of godlineſs. For they ſo ordered the matter, that 
all the whole Bible, (or the greateſt part thereof) ſhould be read over 

once every year; intending thereby, that the Clergy, and eſpecially ſuch as were Miniſters 
in the Congregation, ſhould (by often reading and meditation in Gods Word) be ſtirred up 
to godlineſs themſelves, and be more able to exhort others by wholſom doctrine, and to con- 
fute them that were Adverſaries to the Truth; and further, that the people (by daily hearing 
of holy Scripture read in the Church) might continually profit more and more in the know- 
ledge of God, and be the more inflamed with the love of his true Religion. 
But theſe many years paſſed, this godly and decent Order of the ancient Fathers hath 
been ſo altered, broken, and neglected, by planting in uncertain Stories and Legends, with 
multitude of Reſponds, Verſes , vain Repetitions, Commemorations and Synodals; that 
commonly, when any Book of the Bible was begun, after three or four Chapters were read out, 
all the reſt were unread. And in this fort the Book of Jaiabh was begun in Advent, and the 
Book of Geneſis in Septuageſima; but they were onely begun, and never read through: After 
like fort were other Books of holy Scriptureuſed. And moreover, whereas · S. Paul would have 
ſuch language ſpoken to the people in the Church, as they might underſtand , and have profit 
by hearing the ſame; the Service in this Church of England theſe many years, hath been 
read in Latin to the people, which they underſtand not ; fo that they have heard with their 
ears onely , and their heart, ſpirit, and mind have not been edified thereby. And further- 
more , notwithſtanding that the ancient Fathers have divided the Pſalms into ſeven portions, 


ſaid, and the reſt utterly omitted. Moreover , the number and hardneſs of the Rules called 
the Pie, and the manifold changings of the Service was the cauſe, that to turn the Book 
onely was ſo hard and intricate a matter, that many times there was more buſineſs to find 
out what ſhould be read, then to read it when it was found out. 
Theſe inconveniences therefore conſidered, here is ſet forth ſuch an Order, whereby the 
ſame ſhall be redreſied. And for a readineſs in this matter, here is drawn out a Kalendar for 
that purpoſe, which is plain and eaſie to be underſtood; wherein (fo much as may be) the 
reading of holy Scripture is ſo ſet forth, that all things ſhall be done in order, without breaking 
one piece from another. For this cauſe be cut off Anthems, Reſponds, Invitatories, and ſuch 
like things as did break the continual courſe of the reading of the Scripture. 

Yet, becauſe there is no remedy, but that of neceſſity there muſt be ſome Rules: there- 
fore certain Rules are here ſet forth ; which, as they are few in number „ ſo they are plain 
and eaſie to be underſtood. So that here you have an Order for Prayer, and for the reading 
of the. holy Scripture, much agreeable to the mind and purpoſe of the old Fathers, and a 
great deal more profitable and commodious, then that which of late was uſed. It is more 
profitable, becauſe here are left out many things, whereof ſome are untrue „ ſome uncer- 


tain, ſome vain and ſuperſtitious; and nothing is ordained to be read „ but the very pure

Word of God, the holy Scriptnes, or that which is agreeable to the ſame; and fat in Tach 2 
language and order, as is moſt eaſie and plain for the underſtanding both of the Readers 
and Hearers. It is alſo more commodious, both for the ſhortnets thereof, and for the plain- 
neſs af the Order, and for that the Rules be few and eafie. * 3 
And whereas heretofore thete hath been great diverſity in ſaying and ſinging in Churches 
within this Realm; ſome following Salisbury Uſe, ſome Hereford Uſe, and ſome the Uſe of

And foraſmuch as nothing can be ſo plainly ſet forth, but doubts may ariſe in the uſe, and 
practice of the ſame; to appeaſe all ſuch diverſity (if any ariſe ) and for the reſolution: of 
all doubts, concerning the manner how to underſtand, do, and execute the things contained 
in this Book; the Parties that ſo doubt, or diverſly take any thing, ſhall alway reſort to the 
Biſhop of the Dioceſs, who by his diſcretion ſhall take order for the quieting and appeaſmg 
of the ſame ; ſo that the ſame order be not contrary to any thing contained in this Book. And 
if the Biſhop of the Dioceſs be in doubt, then he may ſend for the reſolution thereof to the

F ſuch Ceremonies as be nſed in the Church, and have had 
2 their beginning by the inſtitution of Man, ſome at the 
firſt were of godly intent and purpoſe deviſed , and yet at 
length turned to vanity and ſuperſtition : Some entred into 
the Church by undiſcreet devotion , and ſuch a zeal as was 
without knowledge; and for becauſe they were winked at 
in the beginning, they grew daily to more and moreabuſes, 
which not onely for their unprofitableneis , but alſo becauſe 
they have much blinded the People, and obſcured the glory 
of God, are worthy to be cut away, and clean rejccted : 
Other there be , which although they have been deviſed b 
Man, yet it is thought good to reſerve them ſtill , as well 
for a decent order in the Church (for the which they were firit 
deviſed) as becaule they pertain to edification, whereunto all things done in the Church (as 
the Apoſtle teacheth ) ought to be referred. 
And although the keeping or omitting of a Ceremony, in it ſelf conſidered, is but a ſmall 
thing; yet the wilful and coatemptuous tranſgreſſion and breaking of a common Order and 
Diſcipline, is no ſmall offence before God. Let all things be done among jou, ſaith St. Paul, 
in a ſeemly and due order; The appointment of the which Order pertaineth not to private 
men; therefore no man ought to take in hand, or preſume to appoint or alter any pub- 


lick or common Order in Chriſts Church, except he be lawfully called and authorized 
therenuto. 


And whereas in this our time, the minds of men are fo diverſe , that ſome think it a great 
matter of conſcience to depart from a piece of the leaſt of their Ceremonies, they be © 
addicted to their old cuſtoms; and again on the other fide , ſome be fo new-fangled, that 
they would innovateall things, and fo deſpiſe the old, that nothing can like them , but that is 
new: It was thought expedient, not ſa much to have reſpect how to pleaſe and ſatisfie either 
of theſe Parties, as how to pleaſe God, and profit them both.” And yet leſt any man ſhould 
be offended , whom good reaſon might ſatisfie, here be certain cauſes rendred, why ſome of 
the accuſtomed Ceremonies be put away, and ſome retained and kept ſtill. h 


Some are put away, becauſe the great exceſs and multitude of them hath fo increaſed in 
theſe latter days, that the burthen of them was intolerable ; whereof Saint Auguſtine in his 
time complained, that they were grown to ſuch a number, that the Eſtate of Chriſtian 
people was in worſe caſe concerning that matter, then were the Jews. And he coun- 
ſelled, that ſuch yoke and burthen ſhould be taken away, as time would ſerve quietly to 
do it. But what would Saint Auguſtine have ſaid, if he had ſeen the Ceremonies of late days 
uſed among us; whereunto the multitude uſed in his time was not to be compared? This 
our exceſſive multitude of Ceremonies was ſo great, and many of them ſo dark, that they did 
more confound and darken, then. declare and ſet forth Chriſts benefits unto us. And be- 
ſides this, Chriſts Goſpel is not a Ceremonial Law (as much of Aubſes Law was) but it 
is 4 Religion to ſerve God, not in bondage of the figure or ſhadow , but in the freedom of 
the Spirit; being content onely with thoſe Ceremonies which db ſerve to a decent Order 
and godly Diſeipline, and ſuch as be apt to ſtir up the dull mind of man to the remem.

And when they were come unto a place called 
Golgotha, that is to ſay, a place of a ſcull, they gave hin 
vineger to dzink, mingled with gall: and when he had 
taſted thereof, he would not dzink, And they crucifiedhin, 
and parted his garments; caſting lots: that it might be 
fulfilled, which was ſpoken by the pzophet, They parted 
my garments among them, and upon my veſture did they 
[caſt lots. And ſitting down, they watched him there; and 
ſct up over his head his accuſation witten, 1 15S 18 JE 
SUS THE KING OF THE JEWS. Then were there 
two thieves crucified wich him: one on the right hand, and 
another on the left. And they that paſſed by, reviled Him; 
wagging their heads, and faping, Thou that deſtroyeſt the 
temple, and buildeſt it in thre days, ſave thy ſelf: if thou 
be the Son of God, come down from the croſs. Tikewile 
alſo the chief pzieſts mocking him, with the ſcribes and el⸗ 
ders, ſaid, He ſavedothers, himſelf he cannot ſave.: if he be 
the King of Jſrael, let him now come down from the 
croſs; and we Will believe him. He truſted in God; let 
him deliver him now if he will have him: foꝛ he ſaid, Jam 
the Son of God. The thieves alſo which were crucified with 
him, calt the ſame in his teeth. Mow from the ſirth hour 
there was darkneſs over all the land, unto the ninth hour. 
And about the ninth hour, Jeſus cried with a loud voice, 
|| ſaying; Eli, Eli, lama ſabachthani? that is to ſay, My God, 

my God, why haſt thou fozfaken me » Some of them that 
ſtood there, when they heard that, laid, This man calleth 
fo: Elias. And ſtraightway one of them ran, and took a 
lpunge, and filled it with vineger, and put it on a red, and 
gave him to dꝛink. The reſt ſaid, Let be, let us lk whe⸗ 
ther Elias willi come to ſave him. Jeſus, when he had cri⸗ 
ed again with a loud voice, vielded up the Ghoſt. And be⸗ 
hold, the vail of the temple was rent in twain from the top 
to the bottom, and the earth did quake, and the rocks 
rent, and the graves were opened, and many bodies cf 
laints which flept, aroſe, and came out of the graves after 
his reſurrection, and went into the holy city, and appeared 
unto many. Now When the centurion, and they that were 
with him, watching Jeſus, ſaw the earth-quake, and thoſe 
things that were done, they feared greatly, ſaying, Tru⸗ 
ly this was the Son of God.

UWherefoze when he cometh into the wozld, he ſaith, Sa- 
icrifice and offering thou wouldeſt not, but a body haſt thou 
pzepared me: In burnt-offerings, and ſacrifices foz ſin 
thou haſt had no pleaſure: Then ſaid J, Lo, J come (in 
the volume of the book it is wꝛitten of me) to do thy will, O 
God. Above, when he ſaid, Sacrifice and offering, and 
burnt-offerings, and offering fo2 fin thou wouldeſt not, 
neither hadſt pleaſure therein, Which are offered by the 
law: Then ſaid he, Lo, J come to do thy will, O God 
He taketh away the firſt, that he may eſtabliſh the ſecond. 
By the which will we are ſanccified, though the offering ot 
the body of Jeſus Chiſt once foꝛ all.

Wut this man 
akter he had offered one ſacrifice foz ſins, fo2 ever lat down 
on the right hand of God; from hencefozth expecting till 
his enemies be made his fot-ſtol. Foz by one offering he 
hath perfected fo2 ever them that are ſanctified : Whereof 
the holy Ghoſt allo is a Witneſs to us: Foz after that he 
had ſaid befoze, This is the covenant that J Will make 
with them after thoſe days, ſaith the Kozd, J will put my 
laws into their hearts, and in their minds Will J White 
them: and their ſins and iniquities Will IJ remember no 
moꝛe. NoW Where remiſſton of theſe is, there is no moze 
offering fo2 lin. Having therefoze, bzethzen, boldneſs to en- 
ter into the hol'elt by the bloud of Jeſus, by a new and li- 
ving wap, Which he hath conſecrated fo2 us, though the 
vail, that is to lap, his fleſh: and having an high Pꝛieſt 
over the houſe of God; let us dzaW near with a true heart,

s Jo.aix.r Fe Plate therefoze took Jeſus, and ſcourged him. And | 

p the ſouldiers platted a crown of thozns, and put it 
e on his head, and they put on him a purple robe, 
and {aid, Hail king ol the Jews: And they lmote him 
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have no power at all againſt me, except it were given thx 
from above: therefoze he that delivered me unto ther hath 
the greater fin. And from thencefozth Pilate ſought to 
releaſe him: but the Jews cried out, ſaying, If thou 
let this man go, thou art not Ceſars friend: Mhoſoever 
maketh himſelf a king, ſpeaketh againſt Ceſar. When 
Pilate theretoze heard that ſaying, he bzought Jeſus foꝛth, 
and ſat down in the judgment⸗ eat, in a place that is cal⸗ 
led the Pavement, but in the Hebꝛew, Gabbatha. And it 
was the pꝛeparation of the paſſover, and about the ſirth 
hour: and he ſaith unto the Jews, Wehold pour king. 
But they cried out, Away with him, away with him, 
crucifie him. Pilate faith unto them, Shall J crucifie 
pour king: The chiek pꝛieſts anſwered, We have no king 
but Ceſar. Then delivered he Him therefoze unto them to 
be crucified : and they took Jeſus and led him away. And 
he bearing his croſs, went foꝛth into a place called the place 
of a ſcull, which is called in the Hebzew, Golgotha: here 
they crucified him, and two other with him, on either ſide 
one, and Jeſus in the midſt. And Pilate W2ote a title, 
and put it on the croſs. And the Witing was, JESUS OF 
NAZAREIH THE KING OF THE JEWS. This title 
then read many of the Jews: foꝛ the place where Jeſus 
was crucified was nigh to the city: and it Was Witten in 
HebzeW, and Gzck, and Latine. Then ſaid the chief 
pꝛieſt of the Jews to Pilate, Write not, The king of the 
Jews; but that he ſaid, J am the king of the Jews. Þi- 
late au{\vered, What J habe Weitten, J have Waitten. 
Then the ſouldiers, when they Had crucified Jeſus; took 
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his garments (and made four parts, to every ſouldier a 
part) and alſo his coat: now the coat was without ſeam, 
woven from the top throughout. They laid therefoze a⸗ 
mong themſelves, Let us not rend it, but caſt lots foz it, 
whole it ſhall be: that the Scripture might be fulfilled, 
which ſaith, They parted my raiment among them, and 
foꝛ my veſture they did caſt lots. Theſe thing therefoze the 
ſouldiers did. Now there ſtood by the croſs of Jeſus, his 
mother, and his mothers ſiſter, Mary the wife of Cleophas, 
and Mary Magdalene, When Jelus therefoze ſaw his 
mother, and the diſciple ſtanding by, whom he loved, he ſaith| 
unto his mother, Woman, behold thy ſon. Then ſaith he to 
the diſciple, Behold thy mother. And from that hour that 
diſciple took her unto his own home. Akter this, Jeſus! 
kuowing that all things were now accomplithed, that the 
Scripture might be fulfilled, ſaith, J thirſt. Now there | 
was ſet a veſlel full of vineger : and they filled a ſpunge 
with vineger, and put it upon hyſſop, and put it to his 
mouth. When Jeſus therefoze had received the vineger, 
he ſaid, It is finiſhed : and he bowed His head, and gave 
up the ghoſt. The Jews therefoze becauſe it was the pꝛe - 
paration, that the bodies ſhould not remain upon the crols 
on the ſabbath-day (fo2 that ſabbath-day was an high day) 
beſought Pilate that their legs might be bzoken, and that 
they might be taken away. Then came the ſouldiers, and 
bzake the legs of the firſt, and of the other which was cru-!|| 
cified with him. But when they came to Jeſus, and ſaw. 
that he was dead already they bzake nothis legs. But one 
of the ſouldiers with a ſpear pierced his ſide, and fozthwith 
came there out bloud and water. And he that ſaw it bare 
recozd, and his recoꝛd is true: and he knoweth that he ſaith | 
true, that ye might believe. Foz theſe things were done, 
that the Scripture ſhould be fulfilled, A bone of him ſhall 
not be bzoken.

C | NES as all mortal men be ſubject to many fadden 


perils, diſeaſes and ſickneſſes, and ever uncertain what 

time they ſhall depart out of this life; therefore to the 

> intent they may be always in a readineſs to die when- 
ſoever it ſhall pleaſe Almighty God to call them, the Curates 
ſhall diligently from time to time (but eſpecially in the time of 
peſtilence or other infectious ſickneſs) exhort their Pariſhioners 
to the often receiving of the holy Communion of the Body and 
Bloud of our Saviour Chriſt, when it ſhall be publickly adm 
niſtred in the Church; that ſo doing, they may in caſe of ſudden 
viſitation , have the leſs cauſe to be diſquieted for lack of the 
ſame. But if the ſick perſon be not able to come to the Church, 
and yet is deſirous to receive the Communion in his houle ; then 
he muſt give timely notice to the Curate, ſignifying alſo how 
many there are to communicate with him (which ſhall be three, 
or two at the leaſt) and having a convenient place in the ſick mans 
houſe, with all things neceſſary ſo prepared, that the Curate may 
reverently miniſter , he ſhall there celebrate the holy Com- 


munion, beginning with the Collect, Epiſtle and Goſpel here 
following.
